BONS AND SAWS ARE UNNECES- 
SARY— HOW BUTTER AND PIE 
PLATES AND HEHRY BOXES ARE 
MADE BY MACHINKRV— AN IM- 
MENSE INDUSTRY BUILT ON LIT- 
TLE THINGS. 



Many "f tliose who hiive returned 
from their «iimincr trij) to llio 
IMiiitM! woods (vm recall t;liin|>sos of 
picliircsqiui mills .'^•adored on tlic 
oul.skiriH of the forcHis, wIhto the 
whirrini; ma<^liinorj% proijclled liy 
Ity primitive water power, seemed 
solely intptil iipun cliewinij up nil 
the liimlier that was fed to it, and 
in return for this kiinlneMs it spit 
out at. the other end tlut fireateHl 
qiianity nf liltle slicks, Nplinls, and 
sqinui! and eironlar |)ieees of wood. 
It; m.iy not lia\o oi-euned to the 
visitor then how imporiunlr'lhe \sn\- 
duelK of these novelty mills wer(> 
or how variously they concerned 
Ilia comfort and eonveniencto in his 
daily lift' in the eily. There is 
scarciy an liniir in tli(> day thai one 
does not use in some way llie jiro- 
ducls of tli(^s(! fpieer novelly mills, 
and if allontion is directed to the 
subj'.ct a (food deal of qiie.*r infor- 
mation may I'c gleaned from an 
exaininaliiin of th«< list. 

In the flrsl i)la((e, the toothpicks 
whi(!h we so e.xira vajraiil ly use and 
throw away every lime we eat 
luncheon at ii downtown reslaniant, 
come from I'k'so novelty iiiills. 
There ani several mills en^ja^jed in 
mikintr toothpicks which an^ liter- 
ally tinned out by the millions. 
One factory in Maine aver.ijrcN 
500.000,00!) 'loolh|)icks a year, be- 
sitles numerous olher smill no- 
vellios. Most of th<» toothi)ick 
faclories manufacture also tlie 
woollen skewers used by butchers 
an<l the housewife,' and it is not 
unusual for one mill to turn out 
fonr or live million of those little 
arliiles of common use every twelve 
rnonllis. » 

Most of the white birch of the 
Maine woods is utilized for inakinu 
spools. 'I'liere are seventeen spool 
faf'tories in Maine, and toprolher 
they turn out nearly :iOO,00(),000 
spools. They are ship[)ed lo all 
parts of the connlrv, and some 60,- 
000.0'K),000 yaids\)f thread are 
wound upon them. Enormous 
quanlitiesof the white birch are 
also shipped to England and Scot- 
land, «heie il is luincd inio spools 
fur th(^ En^tlish thread mills. The 
forests of white birch an^ unlimited, 
and the mills cut the hinibcr an<l 
shapn it into spool bars licfore it is 
oxi)orted. This timber is worth 
several dollars a cord, for, iiesiiles 
inikinjr spools, it isof value in many 
other ways, and the novelty mills 
flncl plenty of use tor all that the 
Inmbi-rmen cut. Checkers Mr<' 
turned out l)y lh(!se novelty mills 
in the same wholesale fasliion. One 
uiay (fain a faini idea of Iho po|)U- 
larilyof ch.-ckers in tliis <!ountry 
from the fact that one novelty mill 
reci'ived an order reccMilly for 
8,000,000 (ihecki'rs. 

Checker boxi'S, dice boxes, 
HwiiiKs, woo(l(>ii sleds, bicvcle rims, 
cheap desks, tables, cycle stands 
and a thol^H.ind and onet!ilny;s are 
mamifacliired in these novelty 
mills. 'I'h<' timber used in the mills 
is generally considered almost 
worthless, and the factories an- 
nually try to find new novellies 
that can be niadu out the lumber 
rejected t)y the ordinary tin)ber 
man. It requires a s|)ecial sort of 
machinery lo make thi> various 
novelties, IpuI after the machinery 
is once built the ]»roducts can be 
turned out by the millions at a 
very nominal cost. 

One remarkable lealiirc of these 
novelty mills is the mannfaclnre of 
Veneer nooils. Wlnin veneers were 
liand-sawed for line cabinet woik, 
ex|>cnsive woods only wcio con 
sid'-red fit for the i)urpose, and 
skilh'd laliorers made tlie delicate 
strips of wooil with the utmost 
Clio. 'I'lien machinery was invetil- 
ed for sauiii^: onl veneers, anil so 
well liid this perform its work that 
thirty and forty veneers could l)e 
cut out of an inch-thick board of 
mahogany or walnut. There was, 
however, rf certain amount of ne- 
ce.iaary wualo iu the uliapo of baw- 



dust, which in the ans^egate, when 
dealinjf with wood that sold by the 
pound, instead, of by the board 
measurement, amounted to con- 
siderable in the course of a year. 
To do away with this waste some- 
body invented IheHlicer, which is a 
l)U}re knife for cutting out veneers 
faster than the buzz saws, and 
without any waste at all. Sonic 
of the most delicate woods cannot 
be cut into veneers, and must be 
sawed out, but others will submit 
lo the operation of the slicer with 
remarkable readine.-s. 

rh» invention of the slicer has 
r<!\()liitionized certain lines of 
tiade, and the results of il are to 
be seen in all of our oi-dinary 
market and househohl jJi'oducts. 
Wlien we purchase a pound of but- 
ler our ffnx^er puts it in a little 
wooden box for us, and wraps thin 
paper ovi'r the top. Likewise the 
l)aker sends home the pies and 
cakes in thin wooden jilates and 
dish(!8. Pickles, cottajre cheese, 
and many other dairy and grocery 
pidducts come to us in wooden 
lioxos or i»lates. (Jrapes are put in 
boxes of the same material, and 
berri(>s, vcfiotablcs, and fruits of 
all kinds art' packed in crales or 
liaskets manufactured of tin* wood- 
en ven"ers. 

All tliCM" novelties of the trade 
we burn in the fire without think- 
ing of their cost. T<>n years ago 
they were unknown. Farmers then 
had to have I heir lioxes and crates 
for fruits and vegelablcs returned 
afier they h;id been emptied, and 
there was a constant disagreemenl 
between the producers, the com- 
mission merchants ami the railroad 
companies in regard to missing 
em|»ty boxes and crates. Now the 
wlwde trade is revolutionized by 
the introduction of \\\i\ simple 
vtuieer [lackages. Millions upon 
millions of these packages are 
manufactured every year. The 
work goes on the year round, and 
in the novelty mills of Maine the 
demand for theses articles never 
cca-cs. 

A gigantic trade has thus been 
built up in the last five yeais 
through the invention of tlie V(!neer 
packages. Over 25,000 people are 
engag;'d in the industry. It is not 
an ex<'lnsive Maine industry either, 
although more such jiackages aiv 
manufactured in that state than 
any other. New York, Delaware, 
Maryland, Virginia, Miohigan, ami 
New Hampshire have factories 
where the fruit baskets, boxes, 
crales, and dish(>B are made. In 
fact, whet(^ver there is sufllcient 
timl)cr of the right quality, and a 
nearby market, a factoi'y is very 
apt to be erected, especially if 
hxviled in a large fruit district. 

The process of manufacturing 
these Jiackages of veneer is the 
result of loiigexperience and a com- 
bination of several inventions. 
When the long logs ai-e cut and 
narked in the woods, they are 
hauled to the mill, where they were 
first steamed or boiled for twenty- 
four hours. This method of soften- 
ing the wood so Ih.il it will not 
split, is the resnll of exix'rinienls 
made at the pajier pulp mills. 
While laden with th(> moisture Ihal 
has lieen ap[)lied lo them by a jet 
of line steam or bj- soaking in boil- 
ing water, the logs are carried by a 
crane to the sharp knives. The 
knives are of various sizes 8om(> of 
them are several feet long, but al- 
ways exactly as long as the logs lo 
be cut up. 'I'he log revoh es before 
the powerful slicer, and as lh(« i-ol- 
lers slowly slide towanl (he shiiii> 
edircs there is siiddtMi whirr ami 
s(!raping noise. An immense rib- 
bon of wood quickly rolls up over 
llie knife, and the log is disposed 
of for another. 'J'his soft, pliable 
ribbon of wood jiasses into rollers 
which carry it to another set of 
knives. These knives are capable 
of adjustnieid to suit lh(> operator 
When I Ik- ribbon of wood or venet>r 
comes up to these ki.ives, one si-t 
cuts the wood into proper leiiglhs 
for l)askets, boxes or crates, and 
ani'ther set cuts just half through 
iho wood so ilcin be bent in the 
proper shape. When the ma- 
chinery is ailjnstcd for a eerlain 
style of boxes Ihonsands of IIk'hi 
are turned out before ti\e machin- 
ery is changed lo cut another class 
of goods. 

GREAT RIBBONS OF WOOD. 

Thus when the ribbons of wood 
QuuUy COU1U out of tbo macbiuvry, 



they are cut into proper sizes, 
cH'ased, and ready foi- putting t«- 
gellier. The rest of the work must 
be performed lai'gely by haml. 
Girls take these pieces of veneer 
and quickly turn them into beri-y 
boxes, grape baskets, or poach 
crates. Deft fingers fold the 
vene(>rs into shapes d<'sired, and 
the strips of tin aie put on the 
edges and ta<;ked down with one 
sharp blow of the hammer. The 
larger baskets and crates are put 
together a litth? more elaborately. 
Tough strips of birch and elm are 
proviiUMl for liaiids to strengthen 
and hold together the baskets. 
These strips have also been marked 
and creased by machinery, .so they 
\)end easily to the proper position. 
The operator tacks the stripe wilh 
staphs which go through the veneer 
and clinch on the other side. There 
is a stai)ling machine ])rovided now 
for laeilitatiiig this work on large 
crates and boxes. This machine is 
fed with a coil of wire, which forms 
staple after staple, thrusts them 
into the wood, <'liiiehes llu'in, and 
cuts off the wire automatically. A 
girl stands before the machine and 
holds the boxes or crates where 
they are to be staple, and the 
machine does its work as quietly 
an<l rapidly as a .sewing machine. 

The marvelous amount of pro- 
ducts that these mills turn out is 
astounding. Willi tlu' ai<l of the 
machinery, a single girl will finish 
between 2,000 and :},000 beriy 
baskets in a day. This is no rush 
work, for the girl simply folds and 
feeds the machine as naturally as 
another would operate a sewing 
machine. The girls are paid usu- 
ally liy tlie piece, or, rather, by ilio 
thousand. While jiriees vary, the 
average wages offered art" soine- 
thiiu: like eight-five cents per 1,000 
for tht^ small lierry Iraskels, sevtMily- 
'Cw^ cents i)ei 100 for jieach basket, 
and %\ i>er *1(>0 for crates. It is 
because of the excellent system of 
economizing lime anil labor, and 
the cheapness tit the wood and the 
cost t)f machine work, that these 
baskets, plates and dishes can be 
])ul on the market without cost tt) 
the consumer of the fruits. The 
farmers pay for the packages, and 
the consumers ust> them for kind- 
ling wood t>r other pui'poses. Very 
few of these ariM'ver rt>tuined lo 
the farmer, and each year he has 
to make an outlay for new pack- 
ages. The cost to him must neces- 
sarily l>e low, but small as the piece 
i.-, it t)ften bears heavily U|»on the 
pn)diicer of our fruilf- anil vege- 
tables. 

The berry boxes and packages 
are purchased by the hundred or 
thonsantl, and they run from 
twenty cents apiece down to a few 
cents a liniiiirt>tl. Crales with 
eight baskets snugly fitti'tl in them 
for lit>lding grapes can be piirchasetl 
ft)r fifteen cents complete. Large 
poach baskets cost frtim two lo ftiur 
cents apiece. Pie and biiller tlishes 
c,t)st less than a tloliar per thousand. 
()rangt> and lemon crales can be 
purchased in i'Morida, with the 
freight paid from Maine, as low as 
ten cents a|)iece. During the 
height of orange growing in Ihal 
.stale, the Maine mills would ship 
between two and three million 
crales thert> evt>ry season. It vvas 
a irrolilable Inisiness, ami the fall- 
ing tiff of l<'loritla's tirange prti- 
tluction has hml Maine's Inisiness 
as well as that of the Peninsula 
Stale. Some of the larger crales 
and boxes are ship])ed to the pio- 
tlneers packed in flat cases, st) that 
bulk may be greatly reduotl. 
They reach the farmer in perfect 
eontlition, so thai in a short time 
he can \\\\\ them together. Even 
the strips of wood, nails, tin and 
stajilcs are shiiipeil with the pai'k- 
ages, with nail holes tlrillt>tl in the 
right ])laees, nutl full directions 
shtiwing how to put the package 
together. 

As to the number t)f the veneer 
lioxes, cralt's, and tlishes useil in this 
conntiy, it i.s^tmly j)ossible togetan 
approximate estimate. As near as 
the output can be figured, about 
200,00(1,000 butter tlishes are an- 
nually made ami usetl ; about the 
same number of berry l>askt<ts, half 
as many peach baskets and crabs 
anti probably 100,000,000 pie tlis- 
hes. Tt)inake t.hest> articles thou- 
aaiulH of cords tif wood must be con- 
sumed, and each year a gtitid-sized 
ft)resl must be slrippt>tl of its giow- 
imr tress. — New York Times.

At pre.st^nt, the City press and, 
inileetl all Philadelphia is talking 
about the big new cU)Ck in the Ciiy 
Hall tt)wer which starteti on its Ituig 
run with Ihe beginning of Ihe New 
Year. If the .Journal reportertlid 
not tlo his share of quiblilinir, he 
might be taken as a backwoodsman, 
hence we shall try to give the 
readers an idea of the clock, which 
is a real wonder for its size. 

W^e do iu)t feel al)le, however. It) 
give as good a nescription of the 
clock as that found in the Philadcl- 
pliia 7/(f^»(/T;- tif .January 1st, ISOlt, 
hence, lor the better information t)f 
our readers, we quote it in full be- 
low. 

"'l'l)(> clock wliii'li l;i!<t nii^lu lici;:ui lv(>(>^)- 
iiitj; tab.s on titiic for 1 III' iuliaDitaiits of tins 
ayotl City of I'oiiu is rntcii jitiioiin I lu' larKt'st 
in the woi'lil, and is tlistinnnisluHt, ovi'n 
uniong the giant nice li:tn isms of otlicr 
tnunicipalilit-'s. in liavinu tlio larKcst plnss 
■ lial-extant. Hut » few people realize llie 
trouienilous pr.)bleni wliieh confrontnl 
aicliiloi't and cloclsnialier at tlie incipieney 
of this l)ii{ clock. Its great fact's were to be 
piaceil at an altitude of 8T0 feet fioin-<lie 
grouuil. wliere thewlniis, which sweep with 
destroying force, have lo be successfully 
withstooil and the tlelicately adjusted 
nianiniolh inechniiism lias to be l<ept uner- 
ring in its work. This was only one of the 
prolilenis, and that il has been successfully 
lolveti is known through the severe tests 
from liei'ce winter gales which have howleil 
aronnil I'hilatlelphlas prcdoniinating lanii- 
niark (luring the weeks siuce the tiials have 
been coiupletetl. 

'I'lie four dials are each iSfoet in diamtitcr. 
They are framed in cast iron, faced wiih 
nhosphor lirour.o, so arranged astt>iiivide 
tre glass faces into ninety eight parts, 
without marring their appearance or shad- 
ing the light which illuminates them at 
night. This div sion of the glass w.is 
necessary, bi'cause the wind pivssii re would 
promptly destroy any larger segments. An 
elastic put ty maki ( he joints of glass and 
metal air and water tight and vet allows 
for expansion and contraction. Frame and 
glass in each of the four dials weigh over 
l)ve tons. The glass is >*;., of an inch in 
lliicknea.s. anil is of polished plate .\t 
such a liclght the lionian niimeriils so 
familiar upon the ci)nv>>ntioiial clock face 
would not be distinguishable. Blocks of 
bronze, proporiioued from the I up to XII. 
are used instead. The larger lueasnreliS 
inches In length by H inches wide, and the 
smullest is but I inch narrower in width, 
riie apparent dots which spot the peri- 
pheries of the tllals, marking the minutes, 
ire plates of bronze S'^i inches square anti 
\'.\ inches apart. I.iea))inu from one of these 
points to another, a-i they majestically 
traverse the circuinference. are the big 
minute linntls. Steel frameti and covered 
with oo iper, they are each, with eoiiiitei^ 
weight.*, Ill ft,, long, and weigli 'iit> pouiuls, 
while the hour haiiils are 9 feet long and 
weigh 17.'> pounds each, making a total of 
KM) pounds to each pair, which are iMji.setl 
upon a Imll-bearinft arbor, or axis, project- 
ing throuuh the centre of ttie ttial. 

Rack of each dial is set a tume metal di-c. 
enameled In a dazzling whiteness, anti each 
disc is »t lidded with I'iS iucaudesceut llV- 
caiiille-power lamps When tlie current 
causes the bvmps to glow with electric 
.ardor the elTect is superb, and the r.iys 
bltMid so as to make a perfect illumination. 
In fact, wo complete is the light that time 
will liedistinuuisbableata greaterdistnnce 
after iiightf ill than during the daylight 

Projecting through the centre of the disc 
to the rear the arbor is b 'veled, becoming 
disablrd, three water motors are constantly 
coiiuect.t><l with the air compresso'-, ami so 
adjusted that should Hn' i r.ill l>elovv 

a certain i>oint Ihev iiu > take up 

the work. These mot ii-'- .; led iu the

The master mechanism which controls all 
i.s kept within a dust proof j/lass case, or 
more properly, room, on the seventh door. 
There two clocks are established; one is 
astronomical auti the other an au.xiUary. 
These clocks are run by weiglits wound ijy 
h.and. The astronomical runs tliirtv tlays 
and the other eight days. The pendulum 
weighs fort\-two pounds. Attachment is 
made dirt>ct to the government observatory 
at Washington, and the clocks synchroniz- 
ed with the oflicial g.ivernnient "time, thus 
insuring accura y in the time depicted uj)- 
on these dials. 

The two clocks are connected, but act 
independently, with the pneumatic appa- 
ratus, and each half minute open a valve 
which admits com pres.sed air to the tubes 
and thence to the dial mechanism through 
a diaphragm. Tlieinstallat'on of the clock, 
orclock.s, is by the.Tohnsim Klectric Service 
(^omnany, of .Milwaukee, Wis., at a co.st of 
$29,i)ii0, and the work is guaranteed for five 
years; the time not to vary five seconds per 
week . In order to provide against variation 
caused by changes in temperature, electric 
heating "coils, governed by a thermostat, 
keep the atmosphere within the clock case 
at just the proper point. The contractors 
are to have absolute control of the clock for 
one year, and then commission wi 1 have to 
provide a superintemlent and clock tenders 
of its own.

"Suirice it, that the iiifluence of 
this man, perhaps the more im 
tin-ssive because of its silence, 
shall live and speak, long after out 
lips ar<' dumb in the ureat M,\'steiy. 

A man f)f childlike swe«dness of 
nature, of a failli that was kinglike 
in its strength and beauty and a 
synifiathy tender as a woman's, he 
live<l in, and loved hiswW. ni world, 
with rare ten<leriics.i.

At the 
last convention oi the Minnesota 
Slate Association, a strong det-ire 
was expressed to have llu* National 
Conv<-iili<)n in eitlu'r Minneapolis 
or St. Paul. The Iowa Stale Con- 
vention endorsed the pioposition 
to hold the (convention in Min- 
nesota, and the deaf throughout 
the west, it is safe to say, would be 
lihid to , see the convention held 
here. 

Minnesota is very popular for 
sumnicr conventions of h<;aring 
people. The climate is delightful, 
Ihe people hospitable, and visitors 
" ho have leisure can spend a cou- 
ple of days or weeks very pleasant- 
ly, aiid respectfully, at some of the 
pretty lakes lor which Minnesota 
is justly famous. Alter tlu^ Con- 
vention what would lie more enjoy- 
able, for in.stance, than to select 
.some quiet, out of-tlie-way phu-e, 
where with a few cottages and a 
couple of tents we could have it all 
to our S'dves, renew old acquaint- 
ances and form new f riemlships. 
lOdilor Smith knows wdieri' the fish- 
ing is good. He has had lots of 
(experience in airaiigingfor camping 
parties, and would take pleasure in 
planning one like this on u largo 
scale. 

With one exception, all former 
coiiveidions have been ludd in the 
Fast. 'l'herear(> many enlerprising 
deaf in the West, and the National 
A.sso(!iation would be distinctly the 
gainer by holding some of its meet- 
ings out this way and enlisting the 
active co-operation of the deaf in 
this part ol' the country. 

It is time the Nalii*nal Conveu- 
tions should be made something 
more than (ileasant le-unions, and 
the National Association a body 
of influence and usefulness. Those 
who .)bserve how (dTectiv(dy the 
fl lends of oralism are ediicaling, or 
rather misleading;, the hearing 
public, cannot but fool that some- 
thing sliould be done lo ('ounleraet 
this work. Then there are other 
qu(>sttons whieh deserve attention, 
sindi as compulsory education, 
trades inslriiclion, the atiilitde of 
insurance comiKinics toward the 
deaf, < tc. ; and Ihe proper parly to 
attend lo them is the National As- 
sociation. 

In my opinion the association 
should iie completely re-organizid ; 
and it should be in(!ori)orated. The 
present jilan, bj" which only those 
who attend the convtntion are 
meinbeis is inad"'(iuate. The most 
inl(dli;ient deaf in every State 
should be members, wheth T they 
can attend the conventions or not. 
There should be a chapter or 
branch in each Slate, and Ihe voice 
of eiod) State in the affairs of the 
Association shiiiiM be in proportion 
lo the number of menil crs in its 
chapter. Slate Associations should 
be brought into touch with the 
National Association, though pro- 
bably not as actual parts thereof. 
The prrseni way of s(decting the 
F,<eciili\c (/'oiiimitte(v -one membi r 
from ea(di Stabi lepreseiilcd in the 
(^invent ion— makes it too large. 
Tlioie should bo an advisory com- 
mit loe of one member from each 
State, (diosen by the chapters of 
the several States, but the Ex- 
ecutive Ciunmittce should consist 
of not more ihiin livt^ members. 
Oilier ibd.'iils of the re-oig!Hiiza'ion 
would liav(? to be worked out. The 
fioint to remember now is that to 
meet in IIm^ West next summer will 
enlist the active interest of the deaf 
in this section, Minnesola is the 
best place ill the West for summer 
conventions ; therefore, come to 
Minnesota.

FORMS. 

All of the Iowa Institutions are 
in good shape. The Board of Con- 
trol of the State institutions has 
now been in charge of the same for 
six months. The; net result of the 
first six months has been most 
Ki'atifying to those^who claimed the 
system would effect a very lar-^e 
saving to the State. The balance 
on hand up to Nov<'mber Ist, in the 
vario'is support funds, amounteil 
to $102,821,28, "This is what we 
might have spent, but didn't," said 
ex-Govr-rnor Lariabee, Chair niaiiol 
the Board, in cx|>laiuing the month- 
ly slatenient just [ueparcd, frcjin 
which these figures were taken. 
" This does not give a fair idea ol 
the balance on hand," Mr. Larra! ee 
continued, " for besides this money 
in hand, we have larifc q^lHntilie^ 
of supiilit^ boo ' id for in

Another (rhangi! which the Vioaril 
will soon make is to require all th< 
officers ami employes of all Stiit( 
institutions lo wear uniforms. Tin 
uniforms will be na\y blue for men 
and women, (ixcept iiomeslics, wIk 
will wear bliu^ gin>;harn.

•vill be no brass buttons, but the in 
signia of the institution will bt 
worn on the collars of the coats ol 
tin- men, in gilt letters. The of 
liceis will wear cutaway .sa( k coatf 
of navy Idiie flannel and the othei 
men employes the same, onlysqiian 
cut coals, liolh with turn <lowi 
collars. Gold S'Ufouche sitipis 
will be run down the trousers ol 
both offlciTs and employees, I he of- 
ficers' being wider, A system ol 
service stripes anrl badges has beer 
arranged, so that arryiin<! can tei, 
how long an emi)lo.\e has been in tin 
institution by the uniform In 
wears. The fatigue uniforin wril 
be a while duck coat, trimmed witi 
black braid and buttons. The wo- 
men medical officers will wearriaV.\ 
blue kIs<i, a plain gored skirt, witI 
a stiirt waist of ihe same material 
in the summer and a tif;lit basqin 
for winter, with white lirmii collal^ 
and Cliffs, the latter to be worn out- 
side the sleeves. Other women 
emplo>c8 wear the same, except 
the linen collars 8nd ciifl's, which 
are replaced by collars and cuffs ol 
the same gfxids as the dn'.ss, witli 
s<T\ice stripes on the collar 
Nursed an<hiliendanls wear a while 
apron with bib and strap.«i fastening 
al the back of the bell, a.:d a whili 
cap. TIk; braid, iiisiunia of the 
irstitution, white coats for men and 
ona or two either small items, are 
furnisherl b> the instil ul ions, all 
the rest by f tie employees or officers 
who wear the uniforms. The 
materials will be purchased by con- 
tract by the lioard of contr-ol from 
the manufactuiersand will be made 
up in the inslitiilionsand furnished 
to the officers and employes ai 
actual ('ost, which will be very low. 
This system of uniforms was adopt- 
ed in the Clarinda hospital for the 
insane^ by Dr. F. C. Hoyt, now 
superintendent of Ihe Mount Plea- 
sant lios[)ital, while he wassirperin- 
tenrlenl of the Clarinda hospital 
It was beneficial toihe disci|ilin«' of 
the inslitiitioir, as the inmates re- 
sfiected those in authority much 
better when they wore uniforms. 
This has also been the result in 
New York, where the employes of 
institutions wear uniforms. It 
is ofteit difficult to distinguish now 
between inmates and ernploye.-<, 
aud visitors are constantly making 
mistakes. The board requires all 
institutions to be uniformed by July 
I, 1800, but some of tliiin will be 
uniformed before that time.
